“ CHUKONG.” 


STORY OF THE.ONLY EURO-: 

. : PEAN SURVIVOR. ; 
: : ae : 

How the Ship Went Down, 
Mr Bertrarn Ratter, Objef Enginoer, the 
sole European survivor of ‘the ill-fated 
steamer “ Ohukong,” which foundered.of 
Broaker Point early on April 28 arrived in 
the Colony to-day. 4 

From Mr Rutter's account of the voyage 
of the “ Chukong” from Hongkong to the 
point wher she went down it ia fo be 
gatherod that the steamer, though etaunch 
and woll found, was unsuited for deep sea 
travelling in anything like rough weather, 

The *Obukong” was s vessel of some 
445 tons, was steel built and had twin 
asirews. Sho left Hongkong on April 26 
about 6 p.m. with the Master, Captein Ww. 
Bright; the Chict Mato, Mr J. Service ; the 
Ohief Enginecr, Me Ruttor, and Mre Sorvice 
on board, These were the only Kuropeara 
on the ateamer, the rest being the Chinese 
crew and tho chartorer,.an Amoy merchant. 

Beautifully calm woathor and smooth 
04 vere encountered batween the time of 
sailing and up till the evening of the 27th, 
when approaching Swatow, About 6 
o'clock on this date a strong north-east 
| monsvon made itself manifest and brought 
with ita rising sea, Astho evening drew 
on tho wind began to assume the propor- 
tions of a gale. Big seas began to run, and 
in consequence of the smuunt of water that 
was shipped tho Cyptain, sbout 8.30 
o'clock, telegraphed to tha engine room to 
slow down. 

Tho steamer was riding tho 6ca oxtromely 
woll though wavea broke off hor bow and 
on tothe maid deck, which, being a river 
boat, was only e fow fest above the water 
line. When it was observed that’ tho eesa 
were threatening to flood the deck all the 
hatches ware battaned down and everything 
made tant and triin. Great greou éess 
ibegan to come on board with increasing 
rapidity and- with terrific crashes, whilst 
heavy spray was finding ita way to the 
bridge and upper decks, . 

Until after midnight, however thore was 
No abziaty felt amongst tho Europeans on 
bowd, Tho Osptain and,mate wore ou 
duty through the night and as morning 
approached realised that the vessel waa in 
gravo peril of foundoring. Tho seas having 
attained tremendous dimensions the swam- 
ped vessel was unable to recover itself after 
several forceful’ shocks, and gradually took 
a list to port. As this list increased tho 
starboard propellor was pitched to such an 
angle that it was almost powerless, and in 
consequencecthe vessel was unable to make 
hoadway against the’ heavy wind and 
waves, and veered round until it was broad- 
Bide on. a 

All efforts wore unavailing to roscue the 
ship from this torrible predicament. . The 
engines wero kept st fall apeed, but the 
inability of the starboard propollor to grip 
the water made it impossible for her hoad’ 
to be brought round, Billows dashed 
against tho starboard woodwork and tore 
through tho gangway openings, flooding the 
engine room and driving the chief engineor 
and bis assistants on deck, They romained 
on duty until the water became Bo deep in 
the stokeholo as to render furthor work 
impossible and useless, ed 

Lying almost on her side the stéamer waa 
at the utter marcy of tho waves. The 
Europeans were on tho bridge and thopgh 
knowing that the vessel was filling’ and 
was doomed, maintained an extremely cali 
demeanor. Amongst the .Chinose, ton, 
there waa a calmness exhibited that’ was 
rurprising, ‘ 

The only boat that could be launched 
was that un the port side, and this several 
of the Chinese crew got vfloat,after somo 
effort, It was, however, impossible for tho’ 
Europeans to take advantage of the Jaunch- 
ing of the lifo boat as the vessel rolled over 
bofire and precipitated them inte the water 
thoy had time to do much to save thom- 
selves. As the boat turned, efforts wore 
made to get Mrs Servioo—who was admis 
ably catm snd collected; though dosth | 
stared her in the face—on to the upper 
works,,so that sho might have somo chance 
of taking advantage of the rafts and wreck- 
age which might float after the vessel went 
down. A 

When the'time (5.40) arrived that it was 
tieoossary for each man to look to himeolf 
Mr Ratter clambored along the side ‘of the 
oat to the stora and jamped into the sca, 
doing this to. avoid being engulfed in the 
suction fused by the sinking of the vessol. 


On coming to.the surface he «was unable to 
cleatly sea. what hid become of the other 
Enropeans though ho thinks ho gaw the

Me Rutter has [oat all his 
clothing ‘and” effects, being dreased in 
nothing but hia. pyjamas when he lesped 
overboard, At Swatow he was rendered 
avery assistance by the Britieh Consul, and 
arrived at Hongkong to-day.

DEATH OF MR H. M. BEVIS. 


4 Record of Good Serviced. , | 


The cable brought nows today of the | 


death of Mr H. M. Bevis, who for closo 
on thirty years was a mombor of tho staff 
of the Hongkong and Shanghsi Banking 
Corporation, both hero, in Shanghai, and in 
Yokohama. The deccased gentleman first 
saw tho East in 1876, whon Ihe was trans- 


“ferred from tho London office to the Head 


Office of the Bank in Hongkong. Though 
thon byt « youth; for he’ was only in his 
twentios, his ability waa marked and he 
soon attracted tho attention of his superior 


“officors and’ began to. forge his way up- 


wards, Five “years after ho arrived in 
Hongkong he was appointed Accountont ab 
the Shanghai Branch, but threo years later 
he was, back in Hongkong as Chiof Ac- 
countant. The studious application which 
marked his early progress still remained a 
strong trmit in, Mz Bevis’ charactor and 
whon tho sul-managership of the Shanghai 
office fell vacant ho was ‘selgoted. for the 
post, which'he filled with credit alike to 
himself, and the Bank. That was in the 
Bubileo year. In 1891 he crossed to Japan, 
still in tho service of the Bank, and took over 
the managetship of the Yokohwmn Office, 
remaining thors for three years, when he 
‘again wont to Shanghai, this timo a5 man- 
ager. He only remained in Shanghai for 
ono year, before he was promoted: to 
Inspector of Branches in 1895 nid after two 
years -in this. position he ngain visited 
Yokohama as manager. From Yokohama 
he returned to Hongkong and was Acting 
Ohicf Manager of the Head Ofice here for 
six months in 1900, during tho time that 
Sir Thomas Jackson was absent from tho 
Colony on teave, but Mr Bovis afterwards 
roturned to’ Shanghai xs Manager. Horo 
he “remained until a year or 80 ago, 
When in Hongkong in- tho early part 
of 1905 Mr Bovis contracted a ‘SeTIOUS 
discase, which almost carried him off; and 
in March.of the same year he left for 
England on furlough. He only lived for’a 
year after leaving the Colony, 

The demise of Mr Bevis will como as a 
shock to all who knew him and his death 
will be deoply rogrotted. Ho was one of 
tho old residents of China and was very 
yell known in Shanghai, Yokohama, and 
Hongkong, and he was a min whom to 
know was to admiro. Ho had a largo 
number of friends slong tho China coast, 
for hia came undor fhe’ catogory of the 
“real good sorts.”

ROBERT MORRISON 
MEMORIAL. 
Proposal From Canton. 
(From Our Correspondent.) 
; Cantos, May 4. 

Canton has launched. » $200,000 building 
movement for the Y.M.0.A. inconnection 
with tho centenary cclebration noxt year of 
the arrivat of tho first Protestant Missionary 
to China, Dr Morrison, whose namo is 
inseparably associated with Canton, Hong. 
kong and Macao. 

Afow weeks ago Roy. T. W. Parco, by 
invitation, delivered an address in Canton, 
and in the course of his remarks he suggeat~ 
ed that a building be erected to be known 
as the Morrison Memorial Building, to 
commemorate the arrival in 1807 of Robort 
Morrison who lived and died in Canton. 
At once acommittco was appointed to draw 
up plans for carrying out tho suggestion. 

At ao meoting of the Canton Mis- 
sionary Conference, on - Wednesday, the 
2nd inst., the plan proposed was un- 
animously ond’ inthusiastically adopted, 
and permanent.committes. was -elected. 
This committee has mot and organized os 
follows; Chairman, Rev, W. W. Clayson, 
of the Tondon Mfissionsry Socioty; 
Secretary, Rev, .'E. Chathbers, of the 
Amorican Baptist Mission; Treasurer, Rev.

_ The Blind Singing Girl. 


Epropaans often eee in Queon's Road, in 
the evening twilight, two. women following 
each othor, of whom generally the loader ia 
old and hag-like, whilst the eecond is alwsys 
blind, and frequently young. “ Tho‘latter 
¢arrics* slung scroas her shoulders a native 
banjo. In her hand she carries two pieces 
of oypras wood about a foot long, with 
which, at every,fow steps, she strikes s 
sound, just as “ Bones" does at s comic 
entertainment with his- castanets, ‘or the 
Moors when they beat timo for their 
daroers, These, in a word, are theoverfliow 
of Chineso singing girla who have been 
introduced Yrom the mainland to Honkong, 
in order to earn a living. How they man- 
aga to secure a living, and what that living 

wo shall develope later on, ‘Tho harrid- 

8 who lead the younger wowen belong to 
the establishment, and for a bara sustenance 
nightly act as guides to the blind musicians, 

Music, auch as it is, has occupied tho 
attention and captivated tho taste of the 
Chinese people from very ancient times. 


‘The Sacred books are fall of re- 


ferences,thereto, andif we must ‘give any 
real meaning to the oxcessive approciatton 


‘by Qonfuciua and others, it is’ almost 


necessary to assume that it wis @ more 
attractive art then than it appears to-day. 
Yet even now'it sooms to have charms for 
Chineso crowds, who from thoi, earliest 
childhuod have been accustomed to all 
kinds of raucous noises, and therefore they 
enjoy music, asowls enjoy mice. But as 
this sketch doos not concern itsolf specially 
with musio and musicians, J must confine 
myself to the narrowor subject which forms 
the text of this paper. 

‘Blind musicians have flourished in China 
for thousands of years. There isa curious 
referonce found in the Tal Nga-of tho Shi 
King. “The lizard-skin diums rolled 
harmonioualy and the blind musicians per- 
formed their parts.” Wo havo to imagine 
the ancient court, more or less crude, and 
the orchestra of drums, which ia eo attrac: 
tive to-day, because of its boomirg noise. 
Seated sround are thé blind musicians, 
among whom donbtless there would be 
singers, and so the roll of drums, the clash 
of cymbals,-ond the well of song pleased 
those ancient lords and dukes. It would 
be very easy oven with s superficial’ know, 
ledge of the Claasics to quote several other 
references. Pe 

History’or legend: tells us that the blind 
were firat of all trained tocing, in’ order 
that'they might earn their own living. ° If 
thia be correct, the old days were indeed 
preferable to the’ modern, for in China to- 
day thesa unfortunate people aro permitted 
to roan the atrosta’ 11, in order'to beg, 
and’ apnoy their more fortunate follow- 
country-men, I! remember having looked 
into this subject somo years ago, and dis 
covered then that the emperors of the Ohau, 
dynmty, (1122 B, 0.) commended their 
‘“Ministers ‘of music” to teach-the blind 
both to play and cing, that the latter might | 


first | perform in the pslsce for tho amutement 
“of tho princes, and so carn a living. Sym- 


pathy with the unhappy. condition of those 
deprived of sight, if we can trust tradition, 
appears to havo been the impulse which 
moved ‘those carly kings to arrange that 
their blind subjects should [carn to sing 
and play an instrument, much as to-day 
\compassion moves the hearls “of - somo 
among ug toteach our blind somo. hand- 
ioraft, suchas for’example, basket making. 
But after all, these-times sro very remote, 
and thodata from which to draw conclusions 
flimsy. That blind musicians really per- 
formed we know, because of scattered alln- 
sions in theanciont books, Much further 
than thig it- would not bo safo to pushy, *, 

* Ag was nataral, however, if mon could 
‘da tanght to sing, women could be trained 
in tho samo art, and the latter would pro- 
sumably -be the more attractive to their’ 
princely hearors.”

It is sald by those who understand 
the position of these’ anfortunate girls 
that they are liable to bo subjec-

A Chinese gontleman said tome that they 
are uauslly spoken of as “ Tho ‘stones of 
the streata.””

The Nineteenth Contury and 
After for the curront.month reprints an 
“ article, with plans, by Mr Charles Barty, 
the cldeat son'of Sir Charles Barry, thede- 
signer of tho Houso of Parliament, and for 
many years his fathor’s sasistant, written 
in 1803 and dealing with the subject. 
agrees that the Houso should not be teng- 
thened, but believes that the Committee of 
1868 disminsed too hastily the possibility of 
enlarging it Interally, By thot plan 
none of the traditions of tho Houso 
aa rogarda ita internal arrangoments 
and usages would bo interfered, with, 
while the, _symmatrical arrangementa of 
tho entire buildingwould be presrved, 
as would the communications with 
other departments.
